Not wi t hst andi ng any other provision of |law, the |egislative body of
any code city, by resolution adopted by a two-thirds vote of the full
| egi sl ative body, may authorize any of its mnmenbers to serve as
volunteer fire fighters, volunteer anbul ance personnel, or reserve |aw
enforcenment officers, or ((beth)) two or nore of such positions, and to
receive the sane conpensation, insurance, and other benefits as are
applicable to other volunteer fire fighters, volunteer anbul ance
personnel, or reserve |law enforcenent officers enployed by the code
city.
